GOVERNOR'S VETO POSSIBLE 


COLUMBUS, 
June 
22—Ollie 
schools will get more than $100 
million in state aid in each of the 
next two years for the first time 
in history—-provided 
Governor 
Lausche doesn't veto the school 
bill passed by the Ohio Legisla­ 
ture just before dawn Wednes­ 
day. 
The bill, designed to provide 
minimum 
teachers* 
starting 
salaries, would increase aid by 
about $25.7 million over the 
$182 million granted the cur­ 
rent biennium. 
However, the general appro­ 
priations bill contains only $21.5 
million more than the current 
allocation. Since it is thus out of 
balance the bill could be vetoed 
by Lausche as excessive. 
Significantly, both S e n a t e 
Minority 
Leader Joseph 
Bar- 
tunek (D-Cleveland) and House 
Minority Leader Jam es Carney 
(D - Cuyahoga) — traditionally 
Lausche’s spokesmen in the leg­ 
islature—spoke against the bill 
as being too high and voted 
against it on the rollcall. 


Since the appropriations bill 
contains $21.5 million addition- 
a1 for schools, this w o u I d 
make, according to Saxbe, a 
total of $24.5 million available. 
He said he believed the re­ 
mainder of the 
$25.7 
million 
might not be necessary because 
of local re-appraisals of real 
estate, which would increase lo­ 
cal revenues and thus decrease 
the amount of “ additional aid” 
necessary. 
The bill also fixed the milleage 
used in conputing additional aid 
districts at 5-3-8. with a six-mill 
levy necessary to be eligible for 
additional 
aid 
this year 
and 
eight mills in 1953.

only the high cost of the bill, but 
also said it would rob ‘the big 
cities which are willing to levy 
high taxes to support t h e i r 
schools to pay weak districts 
which do not levy heavily.

Rep. A. G. Lancione (D-Bel- 
mont) charged the conference 
committee w*as asking the solons 
to vote on a pig-in-a-poke mea­ 
sure about w’hich no one knew 
very much. 
Nonetheless, the house approv­ 
ed the bill—actually the report of 
the third conference committee 
which tried to wrork out house-

Despite the huge increase, 
there was no statement im­ 
mediately forthcoming 
from 
the school lobby as to whether 
it was satisfactory. 
In fact, Tom O’Keefe, secre­ 
tary of the Ohio Education Asso­ 
ciation—official name 
of 
the 
school lobby—said he could not 
lay until after the next OEA 
meeting whether the OEA would 
place its own demand for a $37 
million increase before the vot­ 
ers in November. 
Such an action would certainly 
be taken should Lausche veto 
the measure. 
Lausche could avoid the poli­ 
tical pitfall of a veto and the 
resultant charge by the school 
lobby that he was a g a i n s t 
schools by letting the bill be­ 
come law without his signature. 
In any case, it is most doubtful 
if he will approve it.

The Church Under Persecution 


APOSTLES, FA CINO MARTYRDOM, EXHORT CHRISTIANS 
TO BE GOOD SOLDIERS OF CHRIST 


Scripture— / / Timothy 2:1-0; I Peter $:12-5:lt; Revelation I; 7:9-17. 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
ONE OF the saddest phases of 
our present generation is the re­ 
vival of the ancient persecution of 
the Christian church. Under the 
Nazis of Germany, and now under 
communism, leaders of the church 
are imprisoned, subjected to we 
know not what persecutions. 
In this lesson we see how the 
persecutions of the early church 
spread. Paul was in prison in 
Rome; Peter was facing his own 
martyrdom, and John was an ex­ 
ile on the Island of Patmos where 
he received his Revelation. 
Paul, writing in his prison cell, 
chained to a soldier, wrote the 
last letter of his life to the young 
preacher whom he regarded as his 
son in Christ, Timothy. Some say 
the letter was written with Paul’s 
own blood: 
‘‘Thou therefore, my son, be 
strong in the grace that is in 
Christ Jesus. 
“And the things that thou hast 
heard of me among many wit­ 
nesses, the same commit thou to 
faithful men, who shall be able Jo 
teach others also. 
“Thou therefore endure hard­ 
ness as a good soldier of Jesus 
.Christ.” 
The gallantry of people facing 
'death is a never-ending miracle. 
These men with the prospect of a 
horrible death In front of them, 


Christian, let him not be ashamed; 
tu t let him glorify God on his 
behalf.” 
“Wherefore let them that suffer 
according to the will of God com­ 
mit the keeping of their souls to 
Him in well doing, as unto a faith­ 
ful Creator.” 
Peter next addressed the follow­ 
ing words to the elders of the 
church, himself being an elder: 
“Feed the flock of God which is 
among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but 
willingly: not for filthy lucre, but 
of a ready mind; 
“Neither as being l o r d s over 
God’s heritage, but being ensam­ 
ples to the flock. 
“And when the Chief Shepherd 
shall appear, ye shall receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not 
away.” 
There Peter struck at one of 
man’s greatest weaknesses. It is 
always the trial of a great man 
that no m atter how many honors 
come to him, he remain humble. 
Even preachers who have unusual 
success in their work, m a y be 
tempted to forget that our Lord 
won great fame as t e a c h e r , 
preacher and healer, but He al­ 
ways remained the simple, sincere 
and approachable Man to whom 
one could always come with his 
burdens and receive rest and com­ 
fort. No m atter how famous a

were sustained by their faith in 
Christ, who went to His death on 
the cross after Gethaemane. 
All m artyrs mast have their 
moments of praying that the cup 
of suffering may be spared them. 
Nevertheless, they do not flinch, 
but go manfully—as soldiers of 
the Lord—to whatever death they 
are sentenced. 
Paul also wrote Timothy that 
he (Paul) was suffering, “aa an 
evil doer,”—a criminal—"but the 
word of God is not bound." 
No, indeed, the word of God is 
not bound. It has spread over all 
the earth, in spite of persecution 
and the death of its followers. 
They died "as good soldiers,” but 
the Word has marched on, carried 
by its fearless and devoted dis­ 
ciples. 
Wrote Paul: “Beloved, think it 
not strange concerning the fiery 
trial w h i c h is to try you, as 
though some strange thing hap­ 
pened unto you: 
“But rejoice, inasmuch as ye 
are partakers of Christ’s suffer­ 
ings; that, when His glory shall 
be revealed, ye may be glad also 
with exceeding joy.” 
Then he writes them that “let 
none of you suffer as a murderer, 
or as a thief, or as an evildoer, 
or as a busybody in other m ens 
matters. 
"Yet if any man suffer as a 


preacher of Christ may become 
he is, after all, only a humble fol­ 
lower of the Son of Man. 
It was a common punishment rn 
Roman t i m e s for criminals or 
those who were considered such, 
to be exiled to some such barren 
island. In our own day there is 
Siberia, cold and barren—where 
for generations Russians h a v e 
sent their exiles. 
Long years after Paul’s death, 
St. John was b a n i s h e d to the 
island of Patmos—a dreary and 
barren island in the Aegean sea. 
There he had the vision that is 
our book of Revelation—the last 
book in the Old Testament. It 
begins: 
‘I was in the S p i r i t on the 
Lord’s day, and I heard behind 
me a great voice, as of a trumpet 
“Saying, What thou seest, write 
in a book and send it to the seven 
churches.” 
“After these things I saw, and 
behold a great multitude, which 
no man could number, out of 
every nation and of all tribes and 
peoples and tongues, standing be­ 
fore the throne and before the 
Lamb, arrayed in white robes, and 
palms in their hands,” 
‘These are they that come out 
of the great tribulation, and they 
washed their robes, and m a d e 
them white in the blood of the 
Lamb.”

These Days 


The principal element in the war poten­ 
tial of any country is, in these days, steel 
capacity. The real power of the United 
States rests upon the fact that it has the 
plant and raw materials to produce 96,- 
696,000 tons of steel every year. As compar­ 
ed to the United States, Soviet Russia has 
a c a p a c i t y of 26,500,000 tons. It is however, 
important to note that while Russia produc­ 
ed no steel in 1917, it is now in second place. 
Furthermore, in a totalitarian country, the 
government is in a position to use the entire 
output of any commodity without the slight­ 
est regard to consumers’ necessities. 
Comparing the western powers with the 
Soviet satellites, these are the figures:

BRITISH A PEASE ME NT 
IN HIS discussions with the British rela­ 
tive to a peace treaty for Japan John Fos­ 
ter Dulles, representative of the State De­ 
partment, is reported to be encountering 
British insistence that Red China be a sig­ 
natory to the treaty and that Formosa be 
surrendered to the Communists. The Brit­ 
ish claim Formosa was promised to China 
in a wartime agreement and the fact that 
the Communists, with Russian aid, drove 
the Chiang government out of China makes 
no difference. 
The British want restrictions placed on 
Japan’s right to manufacture textiles and 
build ships. These two industries, on which 
the Japanese economy is based, compete 
with Britain. The British also want Japan’s 
gold and other assets placed in a repara­ 
tions pot and distributed among the victors 
in the Pacific war. 
The argument against these proposals is 
that they would ruin Japan and create a 
vacuum in the Pacific. If the British do 
not know who would fill that vacuum, they 
are extremely naive. 
It is becoming more difficult daily to see 
how the U. S. and the British Labor govern­ 
ment will achieve cooperation on Asian 
affairs. The British are all out for appease­ 
ment, but repercussions of the MacArthur 
ouster—which was to have been a big step 
in that direction—have forced Washington 
to abandon appeasement efforts for the 
time being.

The importance of these data lies in the 
single fact that the U. S. can continue to 
hold its lead as a world power, in spite of 
the astonishing errors of its policy-mak­ 
ers. as long as it is able to continue to hold 
the lead in steel. A national steel policy is 
as essential as a national diplomatic pol­ 
icy.

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2-Way Radio Gear For Fire Trucks Urged By Chief Here 


Rural liiit’s 
Needs Said 
Uppermost 
lf isp Says Cost 
To B p A bout $ 6 0 0 


An appeal for two-way radio 
hookups for the Circleville fire 
department has been issued by 
Fire Chief Talmer Wise. 
Wise explained that a two- 
way radio system in the city 
fire truck would heln firemen 
on city calls, but he said his 
primary interest is for instal­ 
lation of a transmitter and re­ 
ceiver in the township truck. 
“ There have been many times 
in the past when a radio system 
in the rural truck would have 
helped 
us 
immensely,” 
Wise 
said, “ both in locating fires and 
in summoning needed help.” 
The chief added that so far he 
hasn't been able to make any 
headway 
on 
the 
project, 
al­ 
though he has received an esti­ 
mate of cost for having the two- 
way system installed. 
“We can have the transmitter 
and receiver installed 
in the 
rural truck for ibout $600,’’ Wise 
said.

DECISION ON THE 
money 
part of the project rests with the 
Township Association, w’hich is 
made up of representatives from 
each of the townships in the 
county which are serviced by the 
truck. 
“Several of the members of 
the association are in favor of 
the plan,” Wise e x p l a i n e d , 
“while some others are opposed 
because of the cost. 
“We are about the only de­ 
partment in this area which does 
not have a tw»o-way radio sys­ 
tem or which hasn’t yet planned 
to install one.” 
Wise said that Marion Town­ 
ship, 
Lancaster, 
Washington 
C. H. and Amanda have sys­ 
tems, while Chillicothe is plan­ 
ning to install radios in the 
near future. 
“I understand that the new 
Ashville fire department truck 
also will be equipped with 
a 
radio system when it arrives in 
a couple of months,” Wise said, 
adding: 
“If we could have radio facili­ 
ties on the sheriff’s wavelength, 
w’hich all of the other depart- 
i ents are using, we would be 
able to tie in with all of the sur­ 
rounding departments in case 
we needed help a* the fire.” 
At present, both the rural and 
city fire trucks art 
equipped 
with the heavy duty generators 
needed for the system.

Newman fates at least anothei 
four years ip Ohio Penitentiary 
today because of a precedent 
setting Columbus court decision. 
The second district court of ap­ 
peals decided yesterday the Ohio 
Pardon and Parole Commission 
had the right to rescind a parole 
granted Newman, who was con­ 
victed of a Franklin County bank 
robbery 20 years ago. 
The commission paroled New­ 
man on March 9, and the actu n 
was greeted by a storm of p r o ­ 
tests throughout the state. On 
April IO. ten days before the ef­ 
fective date of the pareve, the 
commission 
decided 
Newman 
should not be set free. 
It was the first case of its kind 
in Ohio. 
Newman charged the commis 
sion with “ abuse of discretion. ' 
However, the court held that 
when the commission has grant 
ed a parole at a future date, “ it 
would have—the right to enter 
an order of rescision provided 
that it becomes effective prior to 
the actual release of the prison­ 
er.”
